Family say toddler’s death could have been prevented 


Doctors could have saved a two-year- 
old girl if they had listened to her 
family’s pleas for help sooner, her 
parents have claimed. 

Rosalind and Gareth Mason have 
been searching for answers since 
their daughter Alice died in 2011, 
and they believe doctors missed nine 
opportunities to help her before she 
suffered irreversible brain damage. 

Her parents said following 
chemotherapy at the Royal Marsden 
Hospital for a brain tumour in 
February 2011, the toddler took a 
turn for the worse, but doctors there, 
and at Kingston Hospital, told the 
family it was likely to be as a result

of the chemotherapy and to wait for 
an MRI scan days later. 

Her family said by the time tests 
were finally carried out Alice had 
suffered irreversible brain damage 
caused by water on the brain, and 
surgery could not save her. The last 
time she was conscious the young¬ 
ster was seen on her hospital bed 
writhing in pain holding her head. 

They claimed a meeting by doctors 
to discuss their daughter’s condition 
was cancelled. A letter to give to 
Kingston Hospital if her condition 


worsened asking for a CT scan was 
not acted upon, they claimed. 

They also claimed staff at 
Kingston dismissed pleas for a scan 
until hours later. There were more 
delays until an operation was car¬ 
ried out at St George’s, they said. 

The Masons hope an inquest, on 
April 23, will help give them closure 
about what happened. 

Mrs Mason, 46, said: “It has taken 
so long, and it has been really ex¬ 
hausting emotionally, but we have 
kept trying to push the hospitals to 
answer our questions, because we 
want to ensure this never happens to 
another child. 


“It was bad enough that she had a 
brain tumour, that she had gone 
through surgery, and chemotherapy, 
but to be put through all that 
and then for something so basic to go 
untreated.” 

A joint statement from Kingston 
Hospital NHS Trust, Royal Marsden 
NHS Foundation Trust and St 
George’s Healthcare NHS Trust 
said: “All three organisations offer 
their deepest sympathy to Mr and 
Mrs Mason over the death of their 
beloved daughter Alice. 

“Unfortunately we cannot com¬ 
ment on the details of this case due 
to ongoing legal proceedings.”

A teenager from Kingston 
who was part of a gang of 
youths that “steamed” mobile 
phone shops stealing thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
handsets and tablets has been 
sentenced to 26 months in a 
young offender institution. 

Perry Hedges, 18, of 
Howard Road, was among a 
gang of eight, aged between 
15 and 22, that stole £150,000 
of stock and caused £55,000 of 
damage during their six- 
month spree between July 
and December last year. 

The group, who all pleaded 
guilty to one count of con¬ 
spiracy to commit burglary, 
targeted 42 Carphone Ware¬ 
house stores across London. 

Southwark Crown Court 
heard the gang typically op¬ 
erated in a large group and 
would meet up and travel to¬ 
gether to the shop they 
planned to steal from. 

The gang would then race

around the shop, intimidat¬ 
ing those who got in their 
way as they ripped stock com¬ 
plete with wires from dis¬ 
plays. 

Unsuspecting members of 
the public and shop staff 
were often caught up in the 
fracas, including mothers 
being forcibly separated from 
their children. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Loving, from the police’s na¬ 
tional mobile phone crime 
unit, said: “Due to the hard 
work and dedication of offi¬ 
cers, eight males have been 
successfully convicted in re¬ 
lation to organised pan-Lon- 
don offending. 

“This case should act as a 
warning to anyone involved 
in this type of activity that 
the Metropolitan Police will 
robustly and swiftly deal with 


those who use intimidation to 
fulfil their greed.” 

Emmanuel Kakala, 18, of 
Cargreen Road, South Nor¬ 
wood, was sentenced to 18 
months imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for two years and 80 
hours community service. 

Samuel Warnes 20, of Egle- 
ston Road, Morden, was 
sentenced to 12 months im¬ 
prisonment suspended for 
two years, and 12 months 
supervision. 

Jahreau Shepherd, 22, of 
Orsett Street, Kennington, 
was sentenced to four years 
imprisonment. Ugo Wilson, 
21, of Aviation Drive, Barnet, 
was handed a 27-month 
sentence. 

Three teenagers from 
Wandsworth, Hillingdon and 
Lambeth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, were 
also convicted and given a 
total of 40 months detention 
and training. 


‘Serious failings’ enabled dad to rape 


A paedophile sentenced to 18 
years in prison for raping his 
own children was allowed to 
continue because of mistakes 
by various public bodies, an 
independent case review has 
shown. 

The man, in his 40s, was 
jailed for five counts of rape, 
three counts of wilfully ill- 
treating a young person and 
one count of actual bodily 
harm, following a trial at 
Kingston Crown Court last 
September. 

The allegations, which date 
back to incidents between 1989 
and 2008, were the subject of 
an independent serious case 
review into whether Kingston 
Council, Kingston Hospital, 


the Metropolitan Police and 
other public bodies failed to 
protect the victims. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
opposition member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “I have 
now seen the report and it 
shows serious failings of 
Kingston Council, Kingston 
Hospital and the police with 
respect to how they handled 
the case individually and 
collectively including inade¬ 
quate record-keeping and 
poor communication between 
agencies. 

“They failed to address 
warnings. They failed to take 
action when they should have, 
repeatedly.” 

Member for children’s 


services Councillor Patricia 
Bamford said: “All the recom¬ 
mendations from this serious 
case review were implement¬ 
ed when it was written some 
years ago. It has also had thor¬ 
ough scrutiny...and appropri¬ 
ate training was put in place.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “This inde¬ 
pendent review contains no 
surprises for the council but 
provides all agencies in the 
borough with a very useful in¬ 
sight into a particular series 
of events. 

“Such reviews give agencies 
the best opportunity to learn 
and continually improve the 
level of safeguarding they 
provide in the borough.”

A Tolworth Girls School 
student has been listed in 
the top 10 of a human 
rights writing award 
competition for her account 
of a North Korean prison 
camp. 

History-loving student 
Saphia Haffajee, 17, from 
Chessington, entered the 
Young Human Rights re¬ 
porter of the year award 
and is now in the running 
to pick up the gong next 
month. 

More than 2,000 young 
people entered the nation¬ 
wide competition run by 
Amnesty International UK, 
the Guardian Teacher 
Network and the sec¬ 
ondary school maga¬ 
zine SecEd. 

Miss Haffajee 
said: “I was so 
happy when I 


heard. I was quite surprised 
because I read last year’s 
winning one and it was 
really good. 

“Once I found out I told all 
my friends and family.

“The residents that have 
seen it are impressed.

bit embarrassing how lovely 
everyone is being.” 

Claire Windsor, activities 
co-ordinator at the centre, 
said: “It is a shop but also a 
room to reminisce in. Resi¬ 
dents can just go in to have a 
wander around - not even to 
buy anything. 

“This is somewhere to get a 


chocolate bar or even some 
bubble bath. Residents can 
shop without going to the su¬ 
permarket, which is big and 
busy. It is empowering for 
them to make their own 
decisions.” 

Many of the shop’s prod¬ 
ucts have been ordered from 
the internet or have been 


donated and have a likeness 
in appearance to the packag¬ 
ing from many of the resi¬ 
dents’ younger years. 

Resident and dementia suf¬ 
ferer Lola Myers, who will be 
running the shop, said: “I am 
an old girl and have been 
around a long time. 

“I am looking forward to 


running the shop and having 
a chat.” 

The grandmother-of-five 
who has been in the West 
End and owned her own 
beauty shop also said she 
would not get confused about 
the decades as the shop is 
much smaller than the grand 
ones from her day.

We will see 
how it goes.” 

Coun Harris said: “I think it is 
quite clear this applicant has 
done an awful lot of work to ad¬ 
dress the concerns that we raised 
last time. 

“It is a completely different- 
looking building to the one we 
saw before.” 

Amro hopes to have the building 
ready next September.

Coun Bamford is constantly 
being caught on the back foot, 
claiming ignorance and de¬ 
flecting blame elsewhere. 

How long can this parody of 
the democratic process be al¬ 
lowed to continue? 

Kingston Labour Party again 
calls for Coun Bamford to re¬ 
sign her position and allow 
someone new to take over re¬

Laurie South, chairman of 
Kingston Labour, said: “I think 
it is just very disappointing. 

“I can predict it will be closed 
by the end of the year because 
nobody will remember what 
three hours they were open, 
and so will never bother to go.” 

Opposition leader Councillor 
Howard Jones said: “As an ex- 
officer responsible for policing 
Kingston in the past it makes 


operational and financial 
sense. It’s a question of manag¬ 
ing a diminishing resource in 
terms of finance.” 

The Mayor said: “Londoners 
have repeatedly told us that 
putting more officers on the 
streets is their top priority, not 
keeping them hidden behind 
desks. By getting police out on 
the streets and into the heart of 
communities we will drive 
down crime and build a police 


service which is leaner, more 
efficient and more effective.”

An anonymous donor has 
stepped forward to fund the 
project, which may see a bench 
and plaque built on the river- 
bank in Surbiton. 

Barbara Webb, art-enthusi¬ 
ast and Old Malden resident, 
claimed to have pinpointed the 
location in Berrylands years 
ago. It was the subject of her 
booklet Millais and the 
Hogsmill River. 

She said: “You can see on the 
banking on the river where 
people have walked. I thought 
for a long time that it would be 
nice if there was a bench of 
some sort. We have to wait and 
see.” 

Councillor John Burgess said 
the council will soon arrange a 
site visit. 

He said: “It is possible that we 
would be able to get funding 
from the council. 

“Someone else has also come 
forward who is an art lover and 
holds Barbara in high esteem.” 

Ophelia was voted the UK’s 


favourite Pre-Raphaelite paint¬ 
ing in a competition run by the 
Pre-Raphaelite Society last 
year. 

The backdrop was based on 
the Hogsmill River, but the 
model, 19-year-old Elizabeth 
Siddal, was painted in a bath¬ 
tub in Millais’ studio. 

Patricia O’Connor, chair¬ 


woman of the pre-Raphaelite 
Society, said: “I am extremely 
fascinated the area is so inter¬ 
ested and keen enough to con¬ 
sider this plaque.” 

But Miss Webb is not con¬ 
vinced the council will go 
ahead with the plans. 

She said: “It is not just like 
putting a bench in your gar¬ 


den. It has got to have proper 
foundations and things. It isn’t 
the world’s easiest site to put a 
bench on.” 

Coun Burgess said: “I think it 
is a brilliant idea. Kingston ob¬ 
viously has quite a rich histo¬ 
ry, as with the coronation 
stone. I can definitely see the 
cultural advantage to it.”

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Million motorists delay repairs 


More than a million cash- 
strapped motorists are 
driving on Britain’s roads 
with accident-damaged 
vehicles, new research 
suggests. 

Tens of thousands could be 
unaware that the safety of 
their vehicles has been 
compromised by minor 
prangs, according to Accident 
Exchange, which calculated 
the estimate. 

As petrol prices soared, 
annual car travel fell by over 
nine billion miles according 
to Department for Transport 
figures - or 2.9 per cent - 
between 2006 and 2012. 

While the number of 
accidents remained largely 
static, the percentage 
reported to the authorities 
fell by 2.2 per cent and the 
number of recorded repairs 
fell even more significantly - 


Drivers opt to pocket payouts rather than to fix damage 


a massive 21 per cent says 
Trend Tracker, specialists in 
automotive market research. 

That leaves an estimated 
1,092,000 drivers who opted 
not to have their vehicles 
repaired following an 
accident in the last 12 months 
alone. 

Analysts at Accident 
Exchange, which supplies 
courtesy vehicles for crash 
victims, says that a 
combination of crippling 
insurance costs and squeezed 
household incomes have 
underpinned the potentially 
worrying trend. 

With motorists maximising 
excesses in an effort to 
reduce insurance premiums, 
the financial impact on 
already stretched household 


incomes has seen a rise in 


excesses on insurance claims 


choosing to pocket the money 
rather than seeking to repair 
what they see merely as 
cosmetic damage.” 

For a driver with a £500 
excess, cosmetic damage 
caused by a car parking 
bump or lower-speed accident 
is often cheaper to settle 
privately rather than claim 
through their insurance 
policy. 

Some insurers are offering 
excesses as high as £750, 
which can dramatically 
reduce monthly premiums, 
but one in three motorists 
admits that they could not 
afford to pay the excess they 
agreed to on their policy. 

The risk is that damage 
done by minor prangs is 
more than cosmetic and that 


the structural integrity of the 
vehicle may be compromised, 
despite not being visible. 

Components at the front of 
the car such as the ‘crash 
box’, radiator or airbag 
sensors, if damaged or moved 
even at low speeds, could 
compromise the effectiveness 
of the car’s safety features in 
the event of another accident. 

At speeds of under lOmph, 
this safety feature will 
minimise repair costs but any 
weakening of the crash box 
could hinder its ability to 
dampen the effect of future 
collisions, decelerate the 
vehicle and protect those in 
the car from serious injury.
